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Overview 


The  Bureau  of  Land  Management 
in  Wyoming  manages  17.8  million 
acres  of  public  lands  and  another 
half  million  acres  for  other  federal 
agencies. 

BLM  also  administers  federally- 
reserved  mineral  resources  under 
about  12  million  acres  of  privately- 
owned  land  and  conducts  surveys, 
maintains  land  records  and  issues 
mineral  leases  for  12.5  million 
acres  administered  by  other  fed- 
eral agencies. 


BLM's  total  responsibility  involves 
about  two-thirds  of  the  land  area 
of  Wyoming. 

Wyoming's  Casper  District  also 
manages  approximately  9,000  acres 
of  public  land  and  mineral  estate 
in  Kansas  and  Nebraska. 
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Thirteen  tracts  of  federal  land  con- 
taining an  estimated  1.5  billion  tons 
of  coal  were  offered  in  the  largest 
coal  lease  sale  in  the  history  of  the 
United  States  in  April. 

High  bids  ranged  from  $20,000 
for  a  maintenance  tract  in  Montana 
containing  5  million  tons  of  coal  to 
$26  million  for  a  new  production 
tract  in  Wyoming  containing  323 
million  tons  of  coal.  A  maintenance 
tract  is  one  that  is  expected  to 
continue  the  operation  of  an  ex- 
isting mine  rather  than  generate 
new  annual  production. 


The  sale  included  the  largest  tract 
ever  sold — 445  million  tons  of  coal; 
the  largest  per  acre  bid  in  history — 
$14,000  per  acre;  and  the  largest 
total  high  bid  ever  received — 
$26  million. 

Fifty  percent  of  the  bonus  revenues 
received  from  the  leases  will  be 
returned  to  the  states  of  Wyoming 
and  Montana. 


A  wild  horse  adoption  center  was 
opened  in  1 981  to  help  meet  a 
rising  demand  for  adoption  from 
Midwest  residents. 

The  Midwest  Wild  Horse  Adoption 
Center  is  located  in  Valley,  Ne- 
braska, and  about  20  miles  west 
of  Omaha. 

The  center  obtains  their  horses 
from  the  holding  facility  at  the  BLM 
Rock  Springs  District  Office. 


An  increase  in  fees  for  adopting 
wild  horses  and  burros  was  pro- 
posed this  year  to  reduce  the  gov- 
ernment's subsidy  of  the  program. 
The  proposed  fee  which  has  been 
tested  in  a  pilot  program  in  1982 
is  $200  for  a  wild  horse  and  $75 
for  a  wild  burro. 

BLM  spends  about  $325  per  ani- 
mal to  gather,  transport  to  a  hold- 
ing corral,  administer  medical  tests 
and  treatment  and  prepare  the 
animals  for  adoption. 


The  simultaneous  oil  and  gas  leas- 
ing program  in  Wyoming  has  been 
converted  to  an  automated  system 
to  increase  the  efficiency  and  ac- 
curacy of  the  program. 


The  computerized  "lottery"  draw- 
ing is  being  centralized  in  the  BLM 
Wyoming  State  Office. 


In  addition  to  Wyoming  tracts, 
those  located  in  Colorado,  Nevada, 
New  Mexico  and  the  Eastern  States 
Office  are  also  filed  in  BLM's 
Wyoming  State  Office.  The  remain- 
ing BLM  states  are  scheduled  to 
be  added  to  Wyoming's  system  by 
the  end  of  1982. 


New  filing  applications  were  intro- 
duced which  allow  applicants  to  file 
for  as  many  as  600  parcels  on  one 
application. 


Planning 
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The  planning  and  environmental 
coordination  staff  in  the  Wyoming 
State  Office  monitors  and  provides 
quality  control  for  many  planning 
documents  and  environmental  im- 
pact statements  (EISs). 


Through  coordination  with  district 
and  resource  area  staffs,  docu- 
ments currently  in  production  stages 
include  Buffalo  Resource  Manage- 
ment Plan  (RMP);  Grass  Creek 
Grazing  EIS;  Green  Mountain  Graz- 
ing EIS;  Green  River-Hams  Fork 
Regional  Coal  EIS;  Hampshire  En- 
ergy Liquification  Plant  EIS;  Middle 
Fork  Reservoir  Project  EIS;  Over- 
land Grazing  EIS;  Riley  Ridge  Sweet- 
ener Plant  (LaBarge  Low  BTU  Proj- 
ect); and  Salt  Wells  Pilot  Butte 
Grazing  EIS. 
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Invitations  for  requests  for  Bureau 
of  Land  Management  lands  under 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior's  Good 
Neighbor  Program  were  initiated 
last  February. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to 
transfer  community  expansion 
lands  to  local  and  state  govern- 
ments. 


Since  the  initial  invitation,  requests 
for  60,000  acres  in  Wyoming  have 
been  filed.  Of  this  acreage,  appli- 
cations for  less  than  fair  market 
value  conveyance  have  been  filed 
for  5,000  acres  in  Wyoming. 

In  a  related  program  known  as 
asset  management,  the  Adminis- 
tration is  in  the  process  of  inven- 
torying Interior-managed  proper- 
ties to  be  disposed  of  by  sale. 


Generally,  these  properties  will 
be  located  in  or  near  urban  areas 
and  are  not  essential  for  federal 
programs.  Another  priority  for  dis- 
posal is  isolated  holdings  that  are 
difficult  or  expensive  to  manage 
and  not  essential  for  federal  pur- 
poses. Still  another  priority  is  lands 
that  can  be  important  for  local 
community  growth. 

Excluded  from  the  inventory  are 
lands  managed  as  national  parks; 
monuments;  historic  sites  and  wild- 
life refuges;  wilderness  areas  and 
wilderness  study  areas;  and  lands 
set  aside  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
States;  Indian  tribes  or  Alaska 
Natives. 
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Mineral  Leasing 
Receipts 
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This  year  the  State  of  Wyoming 
received  the  largest  single  pay- 
ment of  $84.2  million  in  mineral 
leasing  receipts  from  the  federal 
government. 

The  Department  of  the  Interior, 
through  the  Bureau  of  Land  Man- 
agement, manages  mineral  leas- 
ing activities  on  over  400  million 
onshore  acres  where  the  subsur- 
face is  owned  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment. In  addition,  BLM  leases 
minerals  on  some  328  million  acres 
where  the  government  owns  both 
the  surface  and  subsurface. 


Receipts  shared  with  the  states 
represent  half  of  all  mineral  leas- 
ing rents,  royalties  and  bonus  pay- 
ments received  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment under  the  Mineral  Leasing 
Act  of  1920.  Oil  and  gas  leasing 
account  for  the  bulk  of  the  the  re- 
ceipts, however,  receipts  from 
coal,  geothermal,  phosphate,  pot- 
ash, sodium,  sulphur  and  other 
minerals  are  added  to  the  totals. 


The  increase  noted  by  Wyoming 
this  year  is  attributable  in  part  to 
this  Administration's  acceleration 
of  energy  mineral  leasing  activities. 

This  year  the  State  of  Wyoming 
received  $84,229,418.56  for  the 
year  ending  March  31,  1982,  as 
compared  to  last  year's  figure  of 
$59,064,765.37  for  the  year  end- 
ing March  31,  1981. 
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Highlights  in  wildlife  this  year  in- 
cluded a  special  celebration  of 
the  National  Bald  Eagle. 

President  Reagan  proclaimed  1982 
as  the  Bicentennial  Year  of  the 
Eagle,  and  June  20  as  National 
Bald  Eagle  Day. 

BLM's  Casper  District  hosted  a  cel- 
ebration on  June  20  at  Bessemer 
Bend,  west  of  Casper  on  the  North 
Platte  River.  An  estimated  1 ,500 
people  attended  the  event. 


Entertainment  included  guest 
speakers,  the  Casper  Troopers, 
a  performance  by  skydivers  and 
a  flyover  by  the  Tired  Iron  Rac- 
ing Team. 

In  other  wildlife  highlights,  BLM 
is  initiating  a  test  program  to  "con- 
tract" with  the  beavers  to  improve 
stream  habitat  near  Cokeville, 
Wyoming. 

Thirty  to  forty  years  ago,  willow 
trees  lined  Muddy  Creek,  Thomas 
Fork  and  other  streams  in  the  Coke- 
ville area,  preventing  soil  erosion 
and  keeping  the  water  table  high. 


Area  residents  and  builders  have 
removed  the  trees  from  the  stream- 
beds,  so  BLM  has  undertaken  a 
study  to  see  whether  beavers  would 
build  the  needed  dams  if  provided 
with  the  proper  materials. 

The  cost  to  BLM  will  be  for  cutting 
and  shipping  logs  to  the  stream 
sites.  It  is  estimated  the  cost  for 
conventional  human  labor  would 
range  from  $25,000  to  $50,000 
per  mile. 


BLM  in  Wyoming,  responsible  for 
managing  nearly  18  million  acres 
of  public  lands,  presently  employs 
approximately  530  permanent-full- 
time  employees  and  approximately 
145  part-time  and  temporary  em- 
ployees. 

Within  the  last  year,  BLM  has  gone 
through  a  Bureauwide  reorganiza- 
tion. Many  operational  responsibil- 
ities formerly  in  the  State  Office 
have  been  delegated  to  district  and 
resource  area  levels.  The  role  of 
the  State  Office  is  now  keyed  to 
policy  and  program  direction,  co- 
ordination, communication  and 
evaluation. 


Another  change  this  year  is  the 
new  Associate  State  Director,  Paul 
Leonard,  who  previously  worked 
in  the  Wyoming  State  Office  as 
Chief  of  the  Division  of  Resources, 
returned  to  Wyoming  after  serv- 
ing two  years  as  the  Chief  of  Range- 
land  Resources  in  the  Washington 
Office.

The  first  column  reflects 
the  Wyoming  public  land  acreage  pub- 
lished by  the  Bureau  in  the  Annual  Pub- 
lic Land  Statistics  1978.  The  second  col- 
umn identifies  lands  that  were  not  on  the 
tax  rolls  at  the  time  of  conveyance  to  the 
United  States  and  are  not  entitled  to  lieu 
of  taxes  payment.  Column  3  is  the  total 
acreage  by  county  that  is  applicable  to 
payments-in-lieu  of  taxes.  This  includes 
1 ,080  acres  in  Campbell  and  9,354  acres 
in  Weston  of  acquired  land.  Column  4 
shows  the  payment  each  county  re- 
ceived for  BLM  lands  within  its  bounda- 
ries.
